Mrs. Love’s pres- 
ent real estate business does not 
enter into the tax claim case, as 
she did not enter the realty busi- 
ness until 1931. The claim against 
hel equal in amount with that 
against her husband, is based on 
the fact that Love’s return on his 
1930 income was a joint return of 
himself and his wife. 
In the joint return, filed in 
March, 1931, Love reported no net 
taxable income, but a net loss of 
$14,256, for the year 1930. The Gov- 
ernment disputes this, alleging that 
Love received in that year $10,498 
salaries and commissions, $2089 
partnership income, $22,962 profit 
from liquidation of preferred stock 
of the firm of Love, Bryan & Co., 
and $330,144 ‘capital gain on -the 
liquidation of Love, Bryan & Co. 
Inc., the partership firm which suc- 
ceeded Love, Bryan & Co. The joint 
net income of husband and wife is 
figured by the Government at $312,- 
421. 
Conflict of Testimony. 

As an alternative to its claim 
against the Loves, the Government 
is making a claim of $66,295 against 
the Walsh Investment Co., 406 Lo- 
cust street, which is the location 
of Love’s present investment busi- 
ness, Love & Co., Inc. 

Love, in his statement to the Gov- 
ernment, says the Walsh Invest- 
ment Co. was organized for the 
purpose of liquidating Love, Bryan 
& Co, and that it assumed the 
firm's liabilities and took over its 
stock. But Abraham Lowenhaupt, 
speaking as attorney for the Walsh 
Co., said yesterday that the Walsh 
Co. did not take over the stock. If 


the books of the Walsh Co. showed |" 


a transfer of the stock to it, the 
lawyer said, such entries in the 
books were made without authority. 

If the Government finds that the 
Loves were taxable for the stock, 
the claim against the Walsh Co. will 
be dropped; if the Loves can estab- 
lish the fact of the transfer, the 
claim will lie against the Walsh 
Co., which has paid no income tax 
for 1930.

DEFERS COUNTY GAS

Equalization Board Hears Com- 
pany’s Objection to 600 
Pct. Valuation Increase. 


The St. Louis County Board of 
Equalization, after a hearing today, 
took under advisement the appeal 
of St. Louis County Gas Co. from a 
600 per cent increase in its as- 
sessed valuation for tax purposes, 


| fixed by Assessor Neaf at $3,900,000 


this year, instead of $571,520. 

The Board will announce its de- 
cision Monday, when it is expected 
to rule also on the question of as- 
signing the whole levy against the 
St. Louis County Water Co. to the 
Lake Sehool District. Neaf has 
announced that he intends to do 
that, and proposed the increase in 
the gas company’s assessment as 
@ means of compensating other 
school: districts for lost revenue. 

Albert C. Laun, real estate agent 
for St. Louis County Gas Co. and 
Union Electric Light & Power Co., 
testified at the hearing that $571,520 
was a fair valuation of the gas com- 
pany for tax purposes, although its 
valuation for rate making purposes 
is $6,500,000. 

Of the total of $6,500,000 in as- 
sets, Laun said, $3,843,000 are non- 
taxable, leaving a balance of $2,- 
662,000, from which he deducted 45 
per cent for depreciation, which left 
$1,464,100. He took 40 per cent of 
that figure, or $585,640 as the gen- 
eral level of tax assessment valua- 
tions, and from it made several mis- 
cellaneous deductions to arrive at 
the $571,000 figure. 

If the company’s taxes are in- 
creased, he added, it might be re- 
quired to apply for an increase in 
rates. Neaf challenged that state- 
the pipe “which is not worth the 
not earned 12 per cent last year and 
added $169,000 to its surplus.

FINANCE COMMITTEE FAVORS 
87-CENT SCHQDL TAX RATE 


This Includes Sinking Fund —— 
Which Was Omitted in 

1932 and 1933. _ 
The Finance Committee of the 


| Board of Education decided yester- 


day to recommend to the board 
Tuesday a 1933 tax rate of 85 cents 
on the $100 valuation for general 
purposes and 2 cents for the bond 
sinking fund, a total of 87 cents, 
Proponents of the 85-cent general 
levy think it will be adopted by the 
board. 

Richard Murphy, chairman of the 
committee, will submit a minority 
report for the 83cent rate, which 
he believes will suffice. for opera- 
tion, with some economies. 

Voters recently authorized a max- 
imum general rate of 85 cents. The 
board can fix whatever rate is need- 
ed for the sinking fund. It made 
no sinking fund levy in 1933 and 
1932, charged 2 cents in 1931 and 
1930, 1 cent in 1929 and nothing in 
1928. Arthur A. Blumeyer and 
President Todd, ex-officio member 
of the committee, voted in commit- 
tee for the 85-cent general rate. 
Ben Weidle, member of the com- 
mittee, who also favored 85 cents, 
was not present when the vote was 
taken. 

Murphy said a 2-cent difference 
in the general rate would cost the 
board about $200,000 in the year’s 
income. Supporters of the 85-cent 
rate said the 2-cent difference would 
mean little to most taxpayers. Mur- 
phy pointed out that the board has 
$200,000 in an insurance fund it 
could use if needed for general pur- 
poses, but which he does not believe 
would have to be touched with an 
83-cent rate. 

Officials do not anticipate that 
school employes, who have had a 
10 per cent salary reduction for two 
years, can be returned to the old 
pay level in the coming fiscal year.

DETROIT, April 6—The NRA 
automobile labor board settled at 
Racine, Wis., last night the strike 
of 4600 Nash employes. The work- 
ers have been idie six weeks. .The 
settlement was the first effected by 
the ae three-man me· 

The board, créated by President 
Roosevelt and headed by Dr, Leo 
W unced these terms of 
settlement: 

Executives of the Nash Motor Co, 
and the Seaman Body. Corporation, 
an affiliate, agree to bargain collec- 
tively with their employes. 

They agree to return all strikers 
to work as quickly as production 
schedules permit and to re-employ 
men without discrimination be- 
tween union or non-union workers. 

The company agrees to increase 
the wage scale 10 per cent. The 
employes had asked for a 20 per 
cent rise. The new rate is 50 cents 
an hour. 

The agreement is shbject to the 
approval of three unions in the 
Nash plants at Racine and Keno- 
sha and the Seaman body plant. 

New in Michigan. 

As the deliberations shifted | back 
to Michigan today an NRA repre- 
sentative sent by . Administrator 
Johnson was on his way to Detroit 
from Washington. Edward F. Mc- 
Grady, NRA labor adviser, was dis- 
patched hurriedly last night when 
Johnson received reports of new 
strikes in Michigan. 

Several thousand employes of the 
Motor Products Corporation and 
the Ex-Cell-O Aircraft & Tool Co. 
had walked out in Detroit but set- 
tlement of differences already was 
well under way. Meanwhile Mat- 
thew Smith, general secretary of 
the Mechanics’ Education Society, 
had announced that tool and die- 
makers employed in job ops 
would take a strike vote tapers 

if wage increases were n 
coming. 

The tool and diemakers ——— 
a 20 per cent wage increase and a 
36-hour five-day week. It was a 
strike in this division of the auto- 
motive industry that seriously in- 
terfered with production in the 
whole field last fall. 

A. N. Woodworth, president of 
the Aircraft & Tool Co.,. whose 
workers are out, said: 

“Weare in a conciliatory mood. 
This proposition means the very 
existence of the job shops which 
make tools for manufacturers.” 

Defense of Wage Scales. 

Spokesmen for both concerns said 
they were paying higher wages 
than their competitors in other 
cities and could not agree to a set- 
tlement which did not take into 
consideration this factor. 

Another problem before the Auto- 
mobile Labor Board was indicated 
by the charges by William Collins, 
American Federation of Labor or- 
ganizer, that automobile manufac- 
turers are ignoring the board's rul- 
ing against solicitation of member- 
ship in unions. Collins said in an 
address before the Wayne County 
Bar Association: 

“The companies already are ‘de- 
manding releases of theig men from. 
outside unions and are exacting 
promises that the men will remain 
with or rejoin company unions. 

They are doing it in working hours.”

Back to the Middle Ages. 

At first, the speaker did not use 
the name of Adolf Hitler, but spoke 
of “Der Fuehrer,” the leader, as he

is called. 

“Germany today is tragically de- 
nuded of culture, of scientific, ar- 
tistic, literary and musical values,” 
she said. “The knout and torture 
have taken the place of what was 
the glory of Germany. 

“Der Fuehrer has said that the 
trouble was over-education of the 
German people in the past. His 
minister of propaganda, Goebbels, 
has said that what was considered 
German culture was the attempt 
of Jews and others to impose west- 
ern civilization on Germany. When 
Romain Rolland of France protest- 
ed against the return of Germany 
to the Middle Ages, German offi- 
cials replied that the Middle Ages 
were the pride and glory of Ger- 
many, and that democratic progress 
had brought deterioration. 

“"‘We are now climbing back to 
the Middle Ages, and to what Ger- 
many stood for in the Middle Ages,’ 
Rolland was told. Is it possible for 
a man in public life to deliver such 
nonsense? Yes, it is possible in 
Germany today.” 

Suppression Under Nazis. 

The speaker told in detail of the 
suppression of Jewish and anti- 
‘Nazi elements in German art, iiter- 
ature, medicine, drama and music. 
She told of the exiling of Thomas 
and Heinrich Mann, authors, be- 
cause they were erroneously sup- 
posed to be Jewish; of the murder 
of Prof. Lessing after he had fied 
to Czecho-Slovakia; of the destruc- 
tion of the home of Dr. Magnus 
Hirschfeld, sex psychologist; of the 
suppression .of Max Reinhardt, 
master of the theater, and of the 
forced resignation of Ferdinand 
Blumenthal, head of the Cancer In- 
stitute. Blumenthal would have 
been permitted to remain, she said, 
if he had consented to the dismissal 
of his Jewish staff. j 

Gerhart Hauptmann, author of 
“The Weavers,” powerful drama of 
the working classes; was declared 
by Miss Goldman “a traitor to his 
profession, to his past and to Ger- 
man culture” in his acceptance of 
the post of Minister of Drama un- 
der the Nazi Government. She 
gave credit to some non-Jews for 
their “magnificent” opposition to 
the present government. 

Praises Stand of Clergy. 

“T, an agnostic,” the speaker said, 
“must give honor where honor is 
due, to the German clergy, seem- 
ingly the only body of men with 
courage to fight the present regime 
openly. I am not interested in the 
motives of Cardinal Faulhaber of 
Munich, but I honor him for the 
almost guerilla fight he is making.

With few exceptions, the institutions are fire 
traps, and are seriously dvercrowded. Wards of/ the 
State are sleeping in corridors or on floors; the pen- 
itentiary, built to house 2800 convicts, has a popula- 
tion of 4700, a condition which makes proper admin- 
istration impossible. The Missouri State School 
for the Feeble-Minded is not only overcrowded, but 
it has a waiting list of 4000 applicants, the presence 
of many of whom at large in the community repre- 
sents a serious menace. The State itself, immediate- 
ly upon publication of this report, should have un- 
dertaken the job of enlarging and modernizing the 
institutions. Since it has waited, it is fortunate 
enough to haye the Federal Government contribute 
approximately 30 per cent of the cost. ; 

We have referred at length previously to various 
improvements contemplated by the $16,100,000 city 
bond igsue. The largest item—approximately $7,000,- 
000—would go to the hospitals. Other large sums 
would be used to complete the odds and ends left 
over from the 1923 $87,000,000 bond issue. The school 
bond issue would go for new schools, which hereto 
fore have .been built out of current receipts of the 
Board of Education, and for other improvements. St. 
Louis -stands to receive between $4,000,000 and 
$5,000,000 in outright grants from the Federal Gov- 
ernment, and the Board of Education about $600,000. 

If Missouri, St. Louis and the Board of Educa- 
tion were not taking advantage of the Federal offer, 
they would sooner or later have to pay the entire 
cost of these improvements themselves. Moreover, 
if they turn down the 30 per cent Federal grants, 
more enterprising communities will obtain our share 
of the public works funds, and citizens of Missouri 
will have to pay in the form of income and excise 
taxes for improvements elsewhere of. no possible 
value to our citizens. é

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TWO WAYS OF PICKING LEGISLATORS. 

Following its practice, the Legislative Voters’ 
League of Illinois has published its recommendations 
as to the more than 700 candidates for the Illinois 
Legislature to be voted on at the primary Tuesday. 
This non-partisamd organization weighs the records 
of sitting members and reviews the qualifications or 
lack of qualifications of aspirants and, in so far as ig 
possible, selects those who, in its judgment, are to 
be preferred. Typical references are: “Ending sec- 
ond term with a very creditable record’; “Appears 
to have fair qualifications”; “Attends closely to leg- 
islative business and should become more useful with 
experience”; “Did very well for a new member”; 
“Record so outstanding that there should be no doubt 
about his re-election,” etc, 

This serves to call attention to the absence of and 
the need for such an organization in Missouri. Mis- 
souriaps criticise their Legislature and deplore its 
acts, yet it is not too much to say that they virtually 
mark their ballots in the dark. They are confronted 
by a list of names which all too often meang abso- 
lutely nothing to them. Some day Missouri will be 
driven to establishing a non-partisan, public-spirited 
guide for the voters.

Studied to Be Catholic Priest. 
Sheldrake, whose Mohammedan 
name Khalid means “Chosen By 
God,” studied as a youth for the 
Roman Catholic priesthood, but be- 
came interested in other religions 
and was converted to Islamism. 
Since then he has burst periodic- 
ally into the news. In 1922 a depu- 
tation of Moslems visited his home 
in celebration of the birth of a child 


above the English channel, he con- 
ducted the rites by which the Prin- 
cess Dayang Muda of Sarawak, a 
wealthy English woman, adopted 
the Moslem faith. 

The country over which he may 
rule lies in the heart of Asia, north- 
east of Afghanistan. It is famous 
for its jade, which has made some 
of the most striking jewels worn 
by both ancient and modern beau- 
ties.
